CLINCHING DAY FOR DREYFUS 


Full Report of the Testimony Shows 
How the Enemies of the Pris- 
oner Were Disconcerted. 


PARIS, Sept, 2.—The following are to- 
Gay's proceedings in the Dreyfus case in 


detail: 

When the Dreyfus court-martial reas- 
sembied this morning Maj. Hartmann of 
the artillery, whose deposition was inter- 
rupted yesterday. by the adjournment of 
the court, ascended the stand and com- 
pleted his testimony, referring to his ex- 
amination of the paragraphs of the bor- 
dereau relating to modifications in artiliery 
formation. He pointed out that much de- 
pended upon whether the word “forma- 
tions’’ referred to formations in times of 
war or in time of peace. In the former 
case, he added, only an officer belonging 
to the first bureau of the headquarters 
Staff could have obtained the information 
prior to July 4, 18%, except through steps 
which would immediately jead to his detec- 
tion. After July 4, 1884, when the decree 
was issued making effective the new modi- 
fications in the artillery it was a matter of 
common knowledge. _If the formations re- 
ferred to were mérely maneuvers, only an 
officer attending the maneuvers of the 
Third Brigade at Chalons camp could have 
obtained the information, and no officer of 
the headquarters staff could be suspected.

Venerable Charles Howard Haven the 
Oldest St. Louis Lawyer Killed by 
a Fall in New Jersey.

The Constitutionality of the City Or- 
dinance Under Which She Went 
to the Asylum Questioned.

The hearing of the application of Lizzie 
L. Barret for a writ of habeas corpus, 
commanding Dr. Edward C, Runge, super- 
intendent of the City Insane Asylum, Where 
she is now confined, to release her, was 
begun before Judge Withrow Saturday.

The Popular Idol of the Rended Na-

SANTO DOMINGO, Sept. 2.—Members of 
the retiring cabinet of former President 
Figuereo having been detected yesterday 
loading a lot of arms and ammunition on 
board schooners, which they had intended 
to send to Azua, large crowds quickly 
formed in the streets, a majority ‘being 
young, hotheaded men, who marched: up 


and down the thoroughfares in disorderly 
mobs, shouting “Viva Jiminez’’ and “Viva 
revolucion,’’ at the top of their voices. 

A great throng gathered around fhe Gov- 
ernor’s palace, angrily demanding that the 
ministry should at once relinquish their 
powers, and finally broke into the palace 
and destroyed a painting of the late Pres- 
ident Heureaux, hanging in one of the 
rooms. From the palace the mob marched 
to the residences of the several members 
of the cabinet and began hurling stones 
through the windows, after breaking the 
shutters. The Governor appears powerless 
2 has made no effort to curb the disor- 
er. 

* These riotous demonstrations continued 
until midnight when the frightened and 
helpless ménisters announced that they 
would turn over their power to men to be 
selected by the ditizeris. 

Four citizens were promptly chosen by 
the mob to.act as‘\a Committee of Safety 
and it Was “agreed\ that this committee 
should act in concert with Governor Mejio 
until the members of the provisional gov- 
ernment shall arrive to take control of 
affairs. : , 

Then the mob dispersed, after firing many 
shots, but without injuring any person. 

On the surface the city is quiet, but there 
is a deal of suppressed excitement, and it 
is feared distrubances may be resumed in 
the night. lf the excitement is not checked 
very soon, anarchy will reign and numer- 
ous murders may result. 

Foreigners here are safe yet, but it is Im- 
possible to tell what the next fortnight 
may bring. Things look gloomy for the 
establishment of a stable government. 

Revolutionists are undecided as to the 
man they want for President. Many are 
not in favor of putting Jiminez at the 
head of the republic. 

Jiminez has cabled that his emissaries 
will. soon _arrive here, and that he will 
follow them, Jiminez is popular, but the 
masses are fickle and may desert him on 
the slightest provocation. The popular idol 
just now is Casceras, who has assumed the 
office of Minister of War. He is expected 
to reach Santo Domingo on Sunday. 

The provisional ministry is composed of 
a men who are determined to entire- 
y upset the old order of things. They are 
confronted by a difficult problem and fail- 
ure to solve this problem will cause their 
own downfall, followed by another civil war 
and anarchy.

Work on Washington Avenue Tracks 


Will Force Cars Into Other

The Citizens’, or Franklin avenue 
line, will hereafter be known as the ‘‘East- 
on Avenue,’’ the Southwestern has been 
changed to “Seventh Street;’”’ the old Peo- 
ple’s Railway, or Chouteau avenue cable, 
to ‘“‘Fourth Street;” the Mound City to 
“St. Louis Avenue;’’ the Prairie avenue to

WORKMAN CAUGHT AT ANHEU-

SIMON’S HEAD WAS CRUSHED. 


He Was Working in the Cellar When 
the Elevator Descended 
on Him.

Union Casualty Company to Devote; 


Itself to Plate Glass and Ac- 
cident Insurance. 


The Maryland Casualty Co. of Baltimore 
has bought all the liability business of the 
Union Casualty Co. of this city, amounting 
to $450,000 in premiums, and that branch of 


the Union's business will be done from 
Baltimore henceforth. The Union will de- 
vote its ene s to plate glass and accident 
insurance. Q@ther insurance companies will 
be absorbed, and negotiations to that end 
are now on foot. The company will operate 
the same as before, retaining its offices in 
the Wainwright Building. 

The exact reason for the giving up of the 
Hability risks by the Union company is not 
made public by its officers. The general 
opinion is, however, that the company 
feared adverse action by the State under 
the anti-trust laws, The company, with 
others, d been throwing its ‘“‘experience” 
into one bureau in New York, called the 
Bureau of Statistics and Arbitration, and 
an agreement existed on rates. 

It was a question with the officers wheth-’ 
er the company would come under the ant!- 
trust laws of Missouri, as interpreted by 
Attorney-General Crow. The transfer of 
unexpired. risks could only be made to a 
company doing business in another State, 
and there would be no danger of a charter 
surrender. If the Maryland Casualty Ca. is 
»yrosecuted it can simply withdraw from the 

tate of Missouri. 

The Union Casualty Co. wags originally a 
St. Louis concern, orgattized in December, 
1892, witha vy ctr stock of $250,000 and sur- 
plus funds of $100,000, paid in, the company 
started business on April 1, 1893.
